THE GREAT N'CUEDY WELL A FAILURE

INPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISFATOR.)

HawMoNTY. Jan. 28.—The Harmony field,
us developed, caopot be said to presest any
great attractions. In fact, the boom inan-
gurated by the striking of the Christie &
Button well, some two months ago, has prac-
tically been converted intoa boomerang.
There have been 10 or 12 wells completed
here, and half of this pumber were dusters,
The eredit of the pool, however, has been
sowewhat redeemed to-day by the Hovis &
Co. well, or the Muntz lot, which eame in
with a prand flourish at the rate of 20 barrels
sn bour. It the character ol the other wells
that bave been completed bere be takon as a
guide, in 24 hours the well will not be dulog
more than balfl that amount,

It is expected that by Satarday the Latshaw
well, on the Guuizer Jot, just west of the
Hovis, will ind the pay, while the Stoughton
04l Company’'s No. 2, on the M. Zeigler farm,
will cowe in about the same tiwe. The latter
compary are starting an important experi-
menta! verture in advaoce of the Hainsay de-
velopments, aboot three-guarters of 2 mile to
the southenst. P. U. Fredrick, 70 feet south
from the Zeigler farm, bas & nig spon the
Enders property.

The Muller farm well, owned by Captain
Marsh, has revived operations south of Zelien-
aple. For some time the true swtus of this
well was not known owing to the large quantity
of galt water it sent forth; but the weil is now
making 40 barrels of oil a day. Abont 350 feet
south of this well, Seott & Thowmpson are build-
ing a rig on the same farm, snd Captain Marsh,
eisted over tho suceess of his Na. 1, is building
anotber rig 400 feet west of his producer. Lit-
tle Bill Hoffunan is bent on developing some 100-
foat terntory 13 miles southwest of the Marsh
well, and is bulding & rig. Wall & Bishop have
finished their Jacob Dambach well, which is
reported as doiog 50 barrels a day. Geobhring
& Co,, 800 feet south of this well, bave also
nirished a light producer, and the McKinoey
Uil Company are buildiog a rig on the Fanker
farm. Lockwood & Co. are building a rig two
miles east of the Muady creek developments,
and will soon get to drilling,

Venango Coanty Operations Decreasing.

VeNaAxGo CousTy—The monthly report will
show a great decrease in the volume of opera-
tious in Venango. 1n almost every section the
disposition has been to doas iittle drilling as
possible, owing mainly to the bad roads and
the low price of oil. There is also another im-
portant reason., Thers s but liitle mors
available territory remaining in the old banner
county that will pay for operating, unless oil
rhould reach the §1 B0 wark, which, jodeing
from the present outlook, will be many moons
hence. The drill is still wagplog away in spots
along old historic Oil creek, and during the
month & few spal! prodocers have been com-
pleted.

The only matter of importance in the Emlen-
ton district is the building of an independent
refinery by the producers of that fleld. They
Leld another meeting Saturday, and the books
showed that neariy all the stock had been sub-
scribed, and it may nvow be said that the new
project s sure to materialize. In this field,
however, there is an occasional well drilling,
but the peneral result of those completed for
the pust 30 days have not been up 1o the stand-
ard, while a number proved to be dusters,

A fow seattering wells are in operation
sround the Hub of Olldom, while those that
have been added to the completed list are but
diminutive pumpers. The gray sand district,
as ysual, shows wore activity than in any other
section. At Pinock, Harcroft & Kirkwood
recently completed s small well. In the
vicinity of Salem Jehn wailley is drilling a
well, and Fisher Brothers have snother under
wayon the Morrison farm. Between Egypt
and Salina, Kellov & Bmullen are in the sand
on the William Kugier lot, which is sho
for an average well, William Hester has a rig
Zning up on the Shanar farm, loested south of
the last developruents of Wolfe & Kugler, on
the Hill property.

Waroer w ill, in a few davs, cumplete their No.
